Couple Is Surprised at Lov e T« y st,ln 
Grape Artaor— Man In Case la 
45 Years Old and Has 
a Family . 


Columbus, Ind., May 
15.—Charles 
W. Caldwell, the lawyer-sohool teach­ 
er, who tried to bring suit teii days 
ago to oust Fecretary of State Knox 
from President T aft’s cabinet, was a r­ 
rested yestedday on charges of im­ 
proper conduct toward Bella Remy, 
16 years old. daughter of Augustus 
Remy, a member of the school beard. 
Caldwell was found in his law of­ 
fice, after a posse with bloodhoiincft 
had searched for him all nigh*. 
Be­ 
yond saying he supposed his pursuers 
had an exciting time, he refused to 
discuss the case. 
The search 
for 
Caldwell 
began 
Thursday night, after Bella’s father 
had seen her with him and had fired 
eight shots at him. Mr. Remy learned 
tha t the two had been meeting clan­ 
destinely, and that they had M’ritten 
love notes to each other. 
Bel It’s 14- 
year-old sister had acted as go-be­ 
tween, carrying the notes. 
Two affidavits were filed in a jus­ 
tice court yeiterday against Caldwell 
by Mr. Remy. 
They allege that Mr. 
Reray fears personal violence to him ­ 
self from Caldwell and also tnat he 
fears Caldwell will abduct his daugh­ 
ters, Bella and Helen. 
The defendant pleaded not guilty 
to the charges. 
One of the letters that pas.sed be­ 
tween the couple was intercepted by 
the father and read. 
It was from his 
daughter, Bella, in which she asked 
Caldwell to meet her in a grape arbor 
in the rear of her home last night. 
He went and it was then that Remy 
shot at him. 
The girl aeid to her father w^hen 
she thought Caldwell 
was 
hi;* 
“ I 
wish it was you that was shot instead 
of Charlie.” 
Most of the letters that passed be- 
tw'een the couple contained expres­ 
sions of endearm ent and 
plans 
for 
elopement. 
In some of the letteis she 
wrote the girl signed herself, “your 
wife.” 
In a letter that Caldwell wrote her, 
he told Bella he would m arry her as 
soon as she was graduated. 
He also 
told her that he was not. legally m ar­ 
ried to his present wife, but that it 
was a sham marriage. 
They carried on their correspond­ 
ence by a code which has been ex­ 
plained by the girl, and is now in the 
hands of the sheriff. 
“Angel child” and “darling” were 
the prlnoipal 
terms of endearment 
used in the ci» rrespondence, and two 
characters in the code stood for the 
former and one for the latter. 
Sheriff Cox has gold l)racelcts and 
rings which were given by Caldwell. 
When he was locked up the com­ 
plaint he had writen against Secretary 
Knox was found in his pocket.
